It is not good poultry management 
to a l l o w the mother hen to ratine un­ 
restricted with her Chicks. With such 
freedom the hen frequently takes her 
brt>od through wet grass and. as a 
result, some are chilled and die, espe­ 
cially the 
weaker ones 
which

young chicks which follows such a 
practice Is large aud mainly prevent­ 
able. 
Furthermore, the food which 
a brood allowed to range with the hen 
obtains goes very largely to keep up 
the Beat of the body and the chicks 
do not make as good growth as they 
otnarwlse would. 
Chick losses of this nature can he 
largely prevented by shutting the hen 
la a coop. 
Any style of coop which 
la dry, ventilated, and can he closed 
at night to protect the brood against 
cats, rats 
and other animals, 
and , 
which, while confining the hen, will 
allow the chicks to pass lu and out 
freely after they are a few days old. 
will be satisfactory. The hen should 
be 
confined 
until

weaned, though a «»tall yard may be 
attached to the ou>*p. If desired, to al­ 
low the hen to nerclse.

size of the particles of food that baby 
chicks can eat. there need he little or 
no different*« between a growing chick 
mash and one fed to laying hens. The 
chick mash recommended by the New 
Jersey experiment station consists of 
three parts of wheat bran to one each 
of sifted ground oats, eornmeel, flour 
wheat 
middlings aud finely ground 
meat scrap. 
With one part of bran, 
Instead of three, and no necessity for 
sifting the ground oats or finely grind 
lug the meat scrap, this would make 
as good s laying mash as could be 
compounded. 
The above would make 
a very good mash to be fed with 
equal part* of cracked com and wheat. 
After four to six weeks chicks will eat 
coarser cracked corn and whole wheat 
and do not need to have the hulls 
sifted from ground oats 
An excess 
of meat scrap or of green food might 
cause some looseness of the bowels. 
Whatever the cause, It should he cor­ 
rected; added amount of wheat rnid- 
4U*gs would mot avail.

Serious Corn Disease 
in Southeast 
Missouri 


Reports 
from 
some 
sections 
of 
Southeast Missouri, 
especially 
Mis­ 
sissippi County, indicate that serious 
damage to the corn crop is resulting 
from the attacks of corn root, stalk 
and ear rot disease. This disease has 
been found in the N ortheast part of 
Scott County. The extent of the pos­ 
sible dam age can be gathered 
from 
the estim ated reduction of 15 per cent 
in the Illinois corn crop of 1923, giv­ 
ing a cash loss of $38,691,000. 
No 
such losses have 
been 
suffered 
in 
Missouri 
as 
yet. 
However, 
unless 
proper steps are taken to control this 
disease and prevents its spread, Mb 
aouri may have a loss in some such 
proportion. 
The best known symtom of 
this 
diseas'* is a falling down ol the stalks j 
in middle or lute summer, caused by 
a rotting off of the root system a few i 
inches 
below 
the 
surface 
of the 
ground. 
This is most evident after 
stroi i’ winds or 
othei 
disturbance, 
Examinati n of the roots of 
these 
fallen plants show the presence 
of 
rot. 
In the later stages, 
the stalk 
and ear also rot a..d are 
sometimes 
completely destroyed. 
The early in­ 
festations are rarely so seve.e. 
In 
favorable seasons diseased plants may 
only show the diseased condition 
by 
drying up ft week or two earlier than 
the healthy plants. 
Every farm er should look over his 
corn fields and if there are any down 
stalks, they should be carefully 
ex­ 
amined for evidence 
of disease. 
If 
there is doubt about the trouble, get 
your County Agent to look at it. 
Should the corn root, stalk and ear 
rot be found, control m easures should 
be started at once. 
First pull up and 
burn the down stalks and their root 
stubble. 
This is to prevent the ma- 
hiMnii 
the snores 
of 
the disease 


which 
would 
otherwise 
be spread 
thruout 
the 
soil 
and the adjacent 
plants. 
Next fall seed from 
the 
infested 
field should be very carefully selected 
for freedom from disease. 
This 
is 
very im portant and will justiiy some 
careful thought and work. 
See your 
County Agent about this and get Mis­ 
souri Circular 117 on “Corn Root Rot" 
which describes the disease and gives 
control measures and instructions on 
seed 
selection. 
These 
should 
be 
carefully studied and the suggestions 
followed. 
Finally, where the disease is 
es­ 
pecially bad, it is much safer to ro­ 
tate crops and keep corn off the field 
for a few years. 
Proper fertilization 
and liming in connection with the ro­ 
tation will he found very helpful. 


Watch Your Cotton For Red Spiders

Young Chicks Need More 
of Mineral Constituents 
Young chicks need more of the min­ 
eral constituents found in wheat bran 
than do mature fowls, and the tuashea 
fad 
them 
are 
accordingly, 
usually 
made to contain more of It. 
With 
this change and d u t regard to the 
■lxe of the particles of food that baby 
chicks can eat. there need he little or 
no difference between a growing chick 
mash and one fed to layiug hens. The 
chick maali recommended by the New 
Jereey experiment station consists of 
three parts of wheat bran to one each 
of alftad ground oats, corntneal, flour 
wheat 
middlings and finely ground 
meut scrap. 
With one part of bran, 
instead of three, and no nacesslty for 
sifting tha ground eats or flhely grind­ 
ing the meat scrap, this would make 
as good a laying ntaah as could ba 
compounded- 
The above would make 
I very good mash to be fed with 
equal parts of cracked corn and wheat. 
After four te six weeks chicks will eat 
coarser crackad com and whole wheet 
and do not need to have the hulla 
sifted from ground oats. 
An excess 
of meat scrap or of green food might 
cause some looseness of the bowels. 
W hatever the causa, It should be cor-

It contains about 20 pounds of 
nitrogen eight pounds of phosphorus 
and 15 pounds of potassium per ton. 
as comitpred with about ten pounds 
of nitrogen, two pounds of pbospbo 
VP* and ten |H»uuds of potassium per- 
ton for average horse 
manure. 
In 
view of Its richness, poultry manure Is 
likely to have a 
burning effect 
on 
plants If used In too large quantities. 
If used at all. It should be scattered 
very thinly. 
Properly used. It Is a 
valuable and quick-acting fertilizer. 
In order to prevent loss In poultry 
manure, It should be properly stored. 
A good absorbent should be used on 
the 
dropping boards or 
under 
the 
perches. 
Since tbe fertility Is quickly 
lost by leaching and fermentation, the 
droppings should be stored In a dry 
condition In well-covered bins so con­ 
structed that air can circulate through 
the manure.

Reports from some 
sections of 
Southeast Missouri, especially 
Mis­ 
sissippi County, indicate that serious 
damage to the corn crop is resulting 
from the attacks of corn root, stalk 
and ear rot disease. This disease has 
been found in the Northeast part of 
Scott County. The extent of the pos­ 
sible damage can be gathered 
from 
the estimated reduction of 15 per cent 
in the Illinois corn crop of 1923, giv­ 
ing a cash loss of $38,691,000. 
No 
such losses have been 
suffered 
in 
Missouri 
as 
yet. 
However, unless 


which 
would 
otherwise 
be spread 
thruout 
the

and the adjacent 
plants. 
Next fall seed from 
the 
infested 
field should be very carefully selected 
for freedom from disease. 
This

very important and will justify some 
careful thought and work.
